COLD TO CONTINUE 
FOR SEVERAL DAYS 


Full Force of Wave Is 
Expected To Hit This 
Section Late This Aft- 
ernoon. 


Iev blasts of the north will be felt | 


far into the sunny south today, and 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, nerth- 
western Florida and other states north 
will feel the first hard cold weather 
of the season. 

Jxceptionally heavy rains _ fell 
throughout Monday night in Atlanta. 
Although there were short intervals 
during which a misty drizzle fell, a 
heavy downpour fell during the eve- 
ning. The rains started in the early 
afternoon, 

Roaring its way out of Canada anc 
through the northwestern states the 
cold wave is due to strike Geergia and 
Atlanta early this morning, C. F. von 
local meteorologist, pre- 
dicted Monday night. Full intensity 
of the cold is not expected to be 
reached in Atlanta before tonight or 
early Wednesday morning. 

The cold wave will be accompanied 
by strong northwest winds which will 
reach a velocity of 35 or 40 miles an 
hour here. Winds will be but an aft- 
ermath of the spent. western storm 
wiich left a trail ot white snow and 
wreckage in some purts of the west. 
and several killed and injured. 

Near freezing weather is in store 
for Atlanta this merning, Mr. von 
Iferrmann said. This is scheduled te 
change to much colder weather during 
the day. The early morning will be 
cloudy and light rains may fall, the 
weatherman said, but added that skies 
will be clear in the afternoon. 

To Last Several Days. 

“This cold wave wil 
duration,” ' 
“and Atlanta may as well get out its 
wraps, blankets and mittens, and toss 
a few more shovelfuls of coal in the 
furnace, The entire south will feel 
the force of the storm, although there 
will be only slight drops in temper- 
ature in southern Florida. 

“Mississippi will feel the cold wave 
more than any southern state 
(;eorgia,, Alabama and northwestern 
Florida also will be struck. ‘’empera- 
tures will be below freezing in north 
ern Mississippi and Alabama this mcrn- 
ing, and near freezing in other points. 
‘Temperatures wil! drop below the freez- 
ing point in north Georgia.”

Washington, December 13.—(7%— 
Immediate payment in full of claims 
of American nationals for death or 
personal injury growing out of the 
war with Germany and payment out 
of the American treasury, up _ to 
$100,000,000, for seized German ships, 
radio stations and patents, are pro- 
vided for in the alien property ad- 
justment bill reported today to the 
house. 

Chairman Green, of the ways and 
means committee which drew up the 
measure, said it was estimated that 
approximately $180,000,000 including 
interest to January 1, 1927, would be 
| awarded Ameriean citizens and that 
‘about $60,000,000 more would go to 
the United States government. 

The measure, to be called up Wed- 
nesday, makes no provisions for re 
turn of Austrian and Hungarian 
property, as the commission created 
to adjust claims of Americans against 
those governments has not yet begun 
to function. 

Payment in full will be made on 
American claims of $100,000 or less. 
On claims above that amount an ini- 
tial $100,000 will be paid and these 
claims given priority “for future pay- 
ments from Germany until amounts 
equal to 80 per cent of all awards 
have been distributed to American 
nationals.” ; 

An arbiter, to be appointed by the 
president, would determine the value 
of seized ships, radio stations and 
patents. The value, however, cannot 
be in excess of $100,000,000, which 
would be appropriated out of the 


‘treasury. 

“The parties interested, however, 
[have agreed,” Mr. Green said, “that

Washington, December 13.—In an- 
ticipation of the recurrent campaign 
charges by republicans that the ne- 
groes of the south are disfranchised 
in violation of the 14th and 15th 
amendments of the . constitution, a 
group of southern congressmen are 
preparing to challenge the republic- 
ans to “make good,” or to shut down 

their slander mills. 

Early in the new year a joint res- 
volution will be introduced in beth the 
senate and the house to create a joint 
committee to investigate fully suffrage 
conditions in the southern states and 
fully report thereon to the first session 
of the 7Oth congress in December, 
1927. The committee will be author- 
ized to sit during the interim between 
this and the next session, to hold 
hearings in each of the southern 
Statesy~summon wit , and decn- 
ments and formulate a definite report 
as to the relation 6f the suffrage laws 


of each southern state to the 14th 
and 15th amendments. 


Charges Often Repeated. 


The south has been charged by 
white and negro reputlicun speakers 
| and editors in the north with nulli- 
fying the amendments and illegally 
and unconstitutionally depriving the 
southern negroes of their right to vote. 
That pillorying of the south has been 
going on with impunity for 50 years 
and the time has fully arrived, in the 
judgment of southern representatives 
in congress, to put a complete and 
final refutation upon the record. of 
the nation.

Reflected in Newspapers 


(Editor's Note—Thomas Cadett, of 
The London Times, is the holder of 
the Walter Hines Page newspaper 
fellowship, and is spending a year 
in America under the terms of the 
fellowship.

The difference between British and 
American journalism is a wholesome 
lessen to those who attempt the fu- 

— tile theory that our 
AEG two countries are 
fee a fundamentally alike 
in everything. It 
is wholesome be- 
cause the greatest 
danger lies in the 
direction of ¢on- 
sidering differ- 
ences of national 
temperament as 
come being of no ac- 
Tgp count, whereas the 
#3 truth is that only 
by allowing for 
fundamental va- 
a, riations will any 
sort of understand- 
ing be achieved. 

Frankly, my first impression of 
the American press was one of sen- 
sationalism; it will very probably 
also be the last. I am prepared to 
believe that even those whose only 
acquaintance with our methods lies 
within these columns will say, “how 
dull” or, worse still, “Well, what of 
it?’ 

It is a common British fault to 
compare our best with your worst; 
there attaches to the process a pleas- 
ing reinforcement of the almost in- 


'stinetive feeling that we hold the peak 


of superiority against all comers. But 
it won't do; here, therefore, it must 
be confessed that a certain section of 
the British press does not lack sen- 
sationalism. Methods, however, are 
so vastly different that superficially 
the most sober American newspaper 
appears to be shouting more loudly 
han the most vociferous British or- 
gans. 
Different Interests. 

It is not easy to find a common 
level of comparison’; but it is possible 
to generalize to this extent. From the 
news point of view, America is inter- 
ested in people first and foremost, 
while we are more interested in sit- 
uations. With us, national and in- 
ternational politics, social questions 
and conditions at home and abroad 
hold a leading place; here, the at- 
tention devoted to highly-flavoured 
pieces of individual enterprise shows 
the general trend. 

The vitality of your press cannot 
he questioned. Personalities call for 
personal treatment, They receive it. 


The American journalist has, to us, a 
| remarkable degree of latitude in deal-

ing with the material at his disposal. 


he will invest a commonpiace event 
with a surprising degree of interest 
that may or may not border on the 
meritorious. My first assignment in 
journalism was at a lecture, which I 
had to report at considerable length. 
It was a very interesting lecture, and 
I said so; but when the account ap- 
peared the next day, the word “i 
teresting” was missing, and I was 
later informed, that having read what 
the speaker said, the reader would 
prefer to form his own conclusions, 
That is the difference. 

To be serious is to run the risk of 
being ponderous; that is our danger. 
To be &pirited brings flippancy upon 
the horizon, with sensationalism at 
the heels; that is your danger. More- 
over, the desire for personalities is 
not static; each fresh outburst occa- 
sions further demands from the pub- 
lic; they are unflinchingly met with 
further paroxysms, and still the end 
is not yet. Headlines grow larger 
and more startling, even over the 
most, trivial events, until one is left 
wondering what steps would be taken 
if, say, the Amir of Afghanistan were 
to elope with a film‘star. 

“Passing the Buck.” 


As far as.-sensationalism is con- 
cerned, the American newspaper man 
invariably “passes the buck”; the pub- 
lic asks for these things, he says, so 
it gets them. The point is, did the 
public, could the public, acquire a 
taste until it had tasted? Now, of 
course, the ball has been set rolling, 
and there seems no way of stopping 
it. Geographical considerations have 
had their effect in producing the ex- 
isting state of affairs. In England, 
the great newspapers have a nation- 
wide circulation; its 47,000,000 peo- 
ple who live in an area considerably 
smaller than Texas are all sufficiently 
close to London to be possible sub- 
scribers. A qonsistently sober paper 
ean find enough supporters to be in- 
dependent of those who demand low- 
er, or shall I say, more popular stan- 
dards. Here, the vast distances have 
imposed definite limitations of area 
and therefore of the number of sub- 
scribers, and the appeal must be suf- 
ficiently wide to make publication an 
economie possibility, 

No reproach against the press lies 
in the statement that no man should 
judge America by it. The promi- 
nence given to crime, startling per- 
sonalities, and the whole gamut of 
human error, individual and collec- 
tive, would lead the superficial ob- 
server to believe that the whole coun- 
try is in a ferment of violence, cor- 
ruption, and beastliness. The truth 
is, however, that these things happen 
everywhere—not on such a_ grand 
scale, perhaps—but they are announc- 
ed in less startling and conspicuous 
fashion. It is all news; news is un- 
usual; therefore, these things cannot 
represent the normal life of a people. 
In a way, therefore, the blaze of pub- 
licity is beneficial enough; where you 
shout your scandals to high heaven, 
we announce them regretfully, with 
the uneasy feeling that dirty linen 
should be sent to a nice quiet laundry. 

In time, I think, our voices will 
grow a little stronger; meanwhile, 
certain sections of the American press 
may, perhaps, shout themselves 
hoarse.

It provided that hereafter no real 
estate shall be purchased for military 
park purposes by the government un- 
less report thereon shall have been 
made by the secretary of war through 
the president to the congress. 

Under that law Secretary Davis be- 
lieved he should express his judgment 
upon the Kennesaw mountain commis- 
sion’s commemoratory report, He 
acted because the report is outside 
the general plan mentioned in the June 
11 act.

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Former Warden 


Of Joliet, Dies 


Chicago, December 13.—()—John 
L. Whitman, former warden of Joliet 
penitentiary, whose advocacy of hu- 
mane treatment of convicts gained 
him a nation-wide reputation as a 
penologist, died in a hospital here 
today after several weeks illness with 
heart disease. 

Mr. Whitman suffered a breakdown 
shortly after he was forced to retire 


as warden at Joliet last summer on 
the recommendation of a grand jury 
which investigated the slaymg of a 
deputy warden and the escape of sev- 
en prisoners, six of whom have since 
been caught, tried and sentenced to 
be hanged. During the investigation 
Whitman’s humanitarian methods, and 
particularly the prison “honor farm” 
which he introduced, were under fire. 
Physicians said that the criticism af- 
fected his health. 

Whitman, who was 64, began his ea- 
reer ag a criminologist and penolo- 
gist as a guard in the Cook county 
jail here more than 30 years ago, later 
serving as superintendent of the House 
of Correction for ten years, then as 
state superintendent of prisons and in 
1922, he was made warden at Joliet. 

Among the reforms which he insti- 
tuted was abolishment of corporal 
punishment, and entertainment for 
prisoners as a reward for good beha- 
vior. His plan of a model prison with 
ventilation and sunlight provided by 
huge glass walls facing the cells has 
been widely copied. 

Whitman once quelled a riot by 
walking into the House of Correction 
bare handed and quieting the prisoners 
by simply talking to them. One pris- 
oner who tried to strike him with 
an iron bar was knocked down by an- 
other prisoner who later explained 
he acted because Whitman had been 
kind to him. 

Whitman’s widow survives him.

A number 
of aviation companies have indicated 
their intention of bidding for the con-

There has been marked interest 
shown by the cities on the three 
routes which recently were proposed 
as tentative by the postal officials. 
l)elegations from the cities have placed 
their claims before the postoffice de- 
partment and many communications 
have come in offering sites for land- 
ing fields. A Spartanburg delegation 
presented that city’s claims today. 

One route was proposed through 
Roanoke, Bristol, Knoxville and Chat- 
tanooga and one of the prospective 
bidders sent a plane over that course, 
obtaining pictures of the terrain. It 
was found to have ample landing 
fields. The middle route, which prob- 
ably will be chosen, presents some 
difficulties in the way of landing 
fields below Charlotte but it is un- 
derstood assurances have been receiv- 
ed that communities along the way 
will provide such fields.

In College Football 


Discusses Amateur and Professional Status of Football in 
Colleges—Says Schools Should Observe or 
Abolish Amateur Rules. 


Orlando, Fla., December 13.—(AP)—Rollins college proposes to 
play football according to the rules laid down by the Southern Inter- 
collegiate Athletic ‘association, and if other member colleges cannot be 
induced to observe the same regulations, it will propose that profession- 


alism be openly allowed or abolish 


Dr. Hamilton Holt, president, declared here in a formal statement issued 
upon his return from the §S. I. A. A. 


“I could never see why it would 
be any more of a violation of aca- 
demie ethies to pay a man $100 for 
making an 8Q-yard run than to pay 
him $8 a week for waiting on tables 
in the commons,” he declared, refer- 


ring to the amateur and professional 
status of the football game. 

“Football is the only subject taught 
very well in our colleges, and it is 
well taught, because of the serious 
of the student toward the 
vame and because of his close and 
constant contact with the instructor. 

“What we need in our athletie poli- 
cies today is either to make our prac- 
tices conform to our professions or 
our professions conform to our prac- 
tices; that is, to conduct athletics on 
an amateur basis as we profess, or 
have the courage to conduct athletics 
openly on a professional or semi-pro- 
fessional basis, as we practice. 

“It is time for college presidents to 
do away with all this hypocrisy by 
which we adopt amateur laws and 
then make little serious effort to en- 
force them. I have no patience with 
the proposals to reform football by al- 
lowing a player to play but one year 
or by limiting the number of games 
played in a season to four. Ourtail- 
ment in this respect is about as sen- 
sible a way of meeting an evil as 
the raising of a crop of potatoes by 
curtailing the digging season. We can

PROSPERITY 
IN NATIONAL 
LOOP SHOWN

New York, December 13.—The 
trend of baseball prosperity, as far as 
the National league is concerned, has 
turned westward, 

The eight club presidents who will 
meet at the Waldorf-Astoria Tuesday 
to approve the annual reports and 
discuss next season’s schedules have 
declined to make public their attend- 
ance figures. 

Bill Veeck, of Chicago: Sam Brea- 
don, of St. Louis, and Garry Herr- 
mann, of Cincinnati, admitted to the 
United News, however, that the Cubs, 
Cards and Reds had played to the 
largest crowds this year that their 
respective cities ever turned out for 
the national pastime. 

Barney Dreyfuss, although his Pi- 
rates were world champions, admit- 
ted ruefully that the internal trou- 
bles of his clnb had cut attendance 
figures at Forbes field below those of 


In the east, with the exception of 
brooklyn, attendance fell off some- 
what, yet the grand total for the 
National league was the greatest in 
the 51 years of its history. 

The baseball magnates’ reluctance 
to give out the actual figures was 
based upon precedent and tradition— 
there being a suspicion that some harm 
might accrue to the game if the ex- 
act truth were known. 

For the second year in succession, 
however, the National league has en- 
joyed its most prosperous season, and 
it was through chats with the various 
baseball magnates, in an effort to ac- 
count for the game’s increasing pop- 
ularity, that the available facts came 
out. 

It developed that suecess at the 
turnstiles can be attributed directly 
to success on the diamond. 

St. Louis Busts Mark. 

St. Louis, once the Cardinals start- 
el their rush for their first pennant, 
packed in the frantic Mound City 
fans in record-breaking numbers, 

Chicago, with Hack Wilson elout- 
ing the Cubs into the first division, 
played to more than 800,000 at the 
National league park. 

Cincinnati, with the smallest pop- 
ulation of any city having a club in 
the league, again broke its own at- 
tendance records .becanse. the Reds 
were very much in the pennant fight 
from first to last. 

That past performances don’t count 
wus apparent from the disappointing 
turnout at Forbes field, Pittsburgh. 

Strangely enough, despite a general 
impression to the contrary, the Brook- 
lyn Robins did better in 1926 than 
the preceding year. 

Attendance figures fell off slightly 
at the Polo Grounds, and in Phila- 
delphia and Boston. 

A six club race is predicted for 
1927 by a prominent National league 
official, in which case a_ still more 
prosperous season may be enjoyed by 
the genial magnates who have gath- 
ered here. 

The club presidents are pleased 
with their prosperity, but are not un- 
mindful of the fact that now is the 
time for all good ball players to dis- 
cuss salary raises for the new year. 

One ingenuous fan suggests that 
this is the reason for concealing the 
attendance figures, 

Breadon vs. Hornsby. 

At least one club president is em- 
broiled with his manager, and it 
not strange that the friction ‘eomes 
between Sam LBreadon and Rogers 
Hornsby. 

Everyone was pleased to see Sam 
win his first pennant, and Rogers 
Hornsby has been given all the credit 
in the world for his ball playing. 

But a three-vear contract at a sub- 
stantial increase, which is what the 
Cards’ manager wants, is business— 
not baseball. And even the genial 
presidents remember once in a while 
that they are business men. 

Hornsby's present contract has an- 
other year to run, so the chances of 
his being traded are slim. 

The National league’s prosperity 
was reflected in a measure by the 
fact that only two managerial changes, 
in the case of obvious failures, were 
felt necessary. 

In the American league, by contrast, 
five heads fell, 

When clubs start tossing into the 
diseard such heroes as Ty Cobb, Tris 
Speaker, Eddie Collins, and deposing 
a popular star such as George Sisler, 
it is apparent that their main object 


_is nothing more or less than retrench- 
i ment, 


Because of its prosperity, this has 
not been the National league’s year 
to retrench.

IN BANK IS SHORT 


Memphis, Tenn., December 13.—(/) 
Ray Cohen, 37,. bookkeeper in the 
savings department of the now closed 
American Savings Bank and Trust 
company, was arrested late today and 
placed in jail on charges of making 
false entries in his books, when bank 
examiners found irregularities in his 
accounts of approximately $23,000. 
Cohen was the fourth employee of 
the bank to be checked irregular in 
accounts within two weeks. 

Total shortages to the bank are ex- 
pected to reach $425,000, it was de- 
clared by police officials, queting bank 
examiners, 

Cohen tonight admitted one false 
entry in his books of $1,000. “I am 
absolutely innocent,” he said, however. 
“I made one false entry upon instruc- 


tions from Clarence Henochsberg, my 
superior officer in the bank. I was 
used as a pawn in Henochsberg’s 
crooked entries.” 

Henochsberg, assistant cashier, ad- 
mitted shortages in his accounts a few 
days ago of 3500,000 and then com- 
mitted suicide. 

Rush H. Parke, bookkeeper, checked 
short about $105,000, left the city, but 
later returned after Henochsberg’s sui- 
cide. He was the first employee 
whose accounts were found to be short, 
examiners declared. 

Henochsberg’s suicide was followed 
shortly by discovery of irregularities 
in the accounts of Joe T. Williams. 
bookkeeper, in. the amount of about 
$21,000. 

Christmas savings checks totaling 
235,000 and mailed to 6,000 deposi- 
tors the night before the bank closed, 
have been redeemed for full face val- 
ue, as the result of several Memphis 
capitalists pooling that amount and 
cashing the checks. 


TICK QUARANTINE ENDS 
N40 MORE COUNTIES 


Washington, December 13.—(>\—. 
Freeing southern territory from cattle 
ticks has made notewerthy progress 
based on results to December 1, the 
denartment of agriculture announced 
today. Forty counties have been re- 
leased from quarantine in the year 
and it remains on in only 248 coun- 
ties. 

Since tick eradication began in July. 
1906, there have been cleaned up and 
released from quarantine a total of 
737 counties. Owing to higher prices 
for cattle and lower values of cotton 
in areas still infested and in the 
south generally, there has developed 
strong sentiment for active tick eradi- 
cation programs during 1927, the de- 
partment said. This public attitude 
is strengthened also by a realization 
that diversified agriculture, including 
cattle raising, is desirable in many 
pertions of the south. 

Quarantine has been reimposed as 
follows: 

Louisiana: Richland partsh.= and 
those portions of Caldwell and Fed 
River parighes formerly released. 

Texas: Limestone county. 

The existing quarantine of areas in 


Alabama, Mississippi, Oklahoma, 
Scuth Carolina and Perto Rico is con- 
tinued.

J. P. Billups, chairman of citizenship 
department of over $300 realized from 
the concert given complimentary to 
the club I:st Saturday afternoon by 
the Atlanta & West Point, and Geor- 
gia railroad bands; the adoption of a 
resolution introduced thanking the 
management of the two railroads and 
especially the president and general 
manager, Charles A. Wickersham, and 
the general passenger agent, J. P. 
Billups, through whose influence the 
concert was given and the proceeds 
presented to the Atlanta Woman's 
club as a Chzeistmas gift from both 
of the railroads, the adoption of a

“Study 
your child without sentiment,” he 
said, “recognize its faults and handi- 
caps, seek to understand how to cure 
or remediate these, thus you will give 
that child its fuli chance in life.”

FIRMS ARE FINED 


Baltimore, Md., December 13.—(/) 
Fines ranging from $1,500 to $3,500 
according to the financial ability of 
the companies involved, were imposed 
by Judge Morris A. Soper in United 
States district court today upon 36 
fertilizer concerns accused of anti- 
trust law violation. The companies, 
named in the bill of information filed 
by the government last Friday entered 
pleas of nolo contendere, which in ef- 
fect threw them on the mercy of the 
court but did not involve admission of 
guilt. They remain at liberty to con- 
test any similar charges preferred in 
the future, 

The government charged the deferd- 
ant companies with having entered into 
agreements tending to eliminate free 
competition, including “‘port basing” 
with arbitrary addition to market 
prices of freight rates from certain 
base ports rather than from the actual 
shipping point. « 

Prices Not Assailed: 

“The government does not charge,” 
said Judge Soper, in handing down 
his opinions, “that prices thus estab- 
lished were excessive, nor has it any 
proof to that effect.” On the other 
hand there was, he said, “‘at least the 
possibility inherent in the situation 
that unjust exactions might have fol- 
lowed had not the government inter- 
vened,.” ve 

In fixing fines, Judge Soper divid- 
ed the defendants into three classes— 
$1,500, $2,500 and $3,500, according to 
ratings furnished by government in- 
vestigators and explained that he had 
“endeavored to keep in mind that the 
industry has passed through a period 
of severe loss, which has not yet 
ended.” 


Many Huge Losses. 

Facts developed by the department 

justice investigatiow which con- 
sumed a year, and presented to the 
court, showed the American Agricul- 
ture Chemical company, the largest 
manufacturer in the north, to have 
lost $30,000,000 during what was de- 
scribed as the most disastrous portion 
of the post war period, from 1920 to 
1924. The International Agricultural 
corporation lost $18,000,000 and the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical company, 
the largest concern in the south, $1,- 
000,000. Total losses im the industry 
during the period were estimated at 
$150,000,000. 

Three companies named in the gov- 
ernment’s complaint did not plead. 
The Carolina Chemical company, 
South Carolina, and the Hand Trading 
company, Georgia, were reported te 
the court to be in liquidation, and 
government counsel announced they 
would not be asked to plead immedi- 
ately. Swift’ & Co., of Illinois, failed 
to appear for arraignment.
